may Ijn water borne, for the gen-

those 
on 
board 


thereof, and that, to tho extent oC 
tho exercise of this jurisdiction, 
thuy aro considered as parts of the 
territory of the nation he,rsolf." 
Wliat Webster said on this subject 


then, England and Franco are sayinj; 
to tho Unltod States today; and they 
are right. As well might we Insist 
that vessels ot other countries shall 
not eat a particular kind of food nor 
carry It in their lockers on approach- 
ing our shores, as demand 
that thoy 


shall not approach our shores 
with 


liquor on hoard. 


But unfortunately the supreme court 


can be cited against itself on this very 
question as will appear from tho fol- 
lowing extract from a ilcdsiun In the 
so-called wildenhus case: 


"By enmity it came to be Rcner- 


ally understood among 
civilized 


nations that all matters of 
dis- 


cipline and 
all 
things 
done 
on

ernment. When Daniel Webster 
was 


secretary of slate. In 1342, he wrote to 
Kngliinfl 
regarding

"Enllyhtoncd nations in mode-rn 


times do clearly 
hold 
that 
the 


jurisdiction and laws of a nation 
accompany her ships not only over 
the high seas, but into portfl and 
harbora, or wheresoever else they 
may be water horno. for the gen- 
eral purpose of 
governing 
and 


regulating the rights, duties and 
obligations 
of

thereof, and that, to Iho extent of 
tho exercise of this Jurisdiction, 
they aro considered as parts of the 
territory of tho nation herselt."

It Is plain that tha 
United States prohibition policy would 
not be endangered In any way by al- 
lowing foreign vessels to have liquor 
under lock and key while within the 
three-mile limit. If they abused 
tho 


privilege by passing it out or selling 
it, then there would be good ground 
for complaint. This law against for- 
eign vessels Is simply non-enforceable 
and the sooner the government finds 
a means of receding from the stand 
It has taken on this question, the bet- 
ter will it be. To attempt to enforce 
such a rujing would injure our com- 
merce and nt the same time caune 
serious complications with other na- 
tions.
